ELLIS ESTATE TO BE 
BRYNWOOD MANOR 



Landmark Transformed Into 

Inn With 14 Dwellings 

and Pool 



WILL COST $125,000 



Brynwood Manor with 14 dwell- 
ings, an inn and an outdoor swim- 
ming pool, is the latest real estate 
development on the Main Line. 
The old Ellis property in Narberth, 
on Montgomery avenue, west of 
Essex, is the scene of the improve- 
ment, which is estimated to cost 
$125,000 when completed. 

The Merion Corporation has 
purchased the Ellis estate and is 
pushing the -work of alterations 
on the old mansion and construc- 
tion work on the new dwellings 
and swimming pool. Work will 
be completed, it is hoped, by the 
middle of September, or by the 
first of October at the latest. 

The corporation is headed by 
Thomas C. Haydock, of Rose- 
mont. William A. Young, the archi- 
tect, is in charge of the remodel- 
ing and all the construction work 
on the development, 
projects are under way by the 
same firm, including the building 
of a large hotel in Rehoboth, Dela- 
ware. 

Many Unique Features. 
The inn is being remodeled to 
include a dining room seating 150 
people, and is being furnished in 
old English style. Torchy Cole, a 
Philadelphia artist, is designing a 
frieze for the walls of the hall, in 
accordance with the old English 
idea. 

Characters from Chaucer's Can- 
terbury Tales are depicted in typi- 
cal scenes, painted to appear one- 
half life size. The work is unique 
and the first of its kind in this sec- 
tion. Mr: Cole: has done consider- 
able decorative work in churches 
and' ' old English buildings ; the 
_friez.6c;fojr,.the inn dining room; is 
being; painted in his best style. 

A grill is being installed in the 
basement for the convenience of 
passing motorists. It will be furn- 
ished as an old coffee house and 
will accommodate 50 hungry pat- 
rons. Special accommodations for 
private parties will be made. 

The inn itself is being remodel- 
ed to contain 14 bedrooms and 11 
baths. It is a three-story struc- 
ture of solid gray stone, and is

It 
is understood that a prominent 
Philadelphia hotel man will be en- 
gaged as maitre d'hotel.

Declaring that the present sys- 
tem of painting guide lines on the 
roads of the State is responsible 
for many accidents, Richard C. 
Haldeman, president of the Penn- 
sylvania Motor Club, has recom- 
mended several changes to the 
State Highway Department. 

Haldeman, in a communication 
directed to William H. Connell, 
acting secretary of highways, has 
suggested that on curves the line 
marking the centre of the road be 
placed in the driving centre in- 
stead of the mathematical centre 
of the highway. 

His communication declares 
that where the line is in the mathe- 
matical centre, that unless the 
turn is banked, centrifugal force 
pulls the machine on the outside 
over against the guard rail and 
thus causes many accidents. 

Haldeman contends that centri- 
fugal force also tends to throw the 
machine on the inside directly in 
the path of the car on the outside 
under thd?pr«jsent conditions. 

He says that the driving centre 
can be determined only after a 
series of tests in which a machine 
is sent around each turn at a speed 
greater than the average.

All the volunteer firemen who 
serve with the various fire com- 
panies now affording protection to 
Lower Merion and adjacent com- 
munities are entitled to compen- 
sation for injuries received dur- 
ing the pursuit of their duties, ac- 
cording to a decision recently ren- 
dered by State Compensation 
Commissioner Paul W. Houck. 

The subject of compensation for 
injuries to volunteer firemen has 
been a moot question ever since 
the compensation law first went 
into effect in the State of Penn- 
sylvania, and there has been much 
doubt among lawyers and com- 
pensation specialists whether fire- 
men who work as unpaid volun- 
teers were entitled to compensa- 
tion under the act. 

The case recently decided was 
that of Milton J. Graves, of Som- 
erset. Graves was a volunteer 
member of the fire company of 
that borough who was responding 
to an alarm when a truck ran over 
his feet. His injuries were so se- 
vere that he was incapacitated for 
some time. On May 14, 1925, a 
law was passed which provides 
that all volunteer firemen shall be 
deemed employees of the bor- 
oughs or other jurisdictions in 
which they are employed under 
the meaning of the compensation 
act. 

Compensation was claimed for 
Graves under that act, but the 



award was appealed by the bor- 
ough. After considerable delay 
the present decision was handed 
down by Commissioner Houck, 
and the Borough of Somerset now 
loses its case. 

Considerable interest has been 
focussed upon the case in question, 
as it involves more than 200,000 
men in the State who are serving 
in various fire companies entirely 
voluntarily and without pay. 

Along the Main Line, especial- 
ly, the course of the case has 
caused no little comment and the 
decision has been awaited with 
interest, as in the past, when vol- 
unteer firemen have been injured, 
the fire companies have found 
themselves without sufficient 
funds to properly compensate the 
man for the injuries incurred and 
with no provision made for set- 
ting aside any fund for that pur- 
pose. 

The Narberth Fire Company, 
however, is amply protected by com- 
pensation insurance, according to 
Chief Charles V. Noel. The bor- 
ough policy covering all workmen 
includes the members of the volun- 
teer fire department. 

No compensation cases of this 
kind it is said, have ever come up 
in Narberth.

C. A. staff to encourage all users of the 
pool to learn how to swim and six 
free swimming lessons are now given 
to all persons who take out a yearly 
membership and three months physi- 
cal privileges. The cost is unusually 
low.

"life-savers" " insignia which is sewed 
on to the front of his bathing suit.

standing that it would conform 
with the zoning law, in not being 
used for general commercial pur- 
poses. 

There. will be walks of broken 
stone meandering through well- 
laid gardens past a spouting foun- 
tain.

Montgomery county taxpayers 
are not likely to face for many 
years the enormous costs that have 
been feared in the widening of 
roads. 

The State is not intent upon a 
costly program of arbitrary widen- 
ing of roads without consent or 
consultation with county authori- 
ties. Instead, it is merely "estab- 
lishing" such widths as a basis for 
work that may not be necessary for 
50 or 100 years. Its work is being 
done solely to spare taxpayer's .of 
those future generations the ex- 
pense involved in removing proper- 
ties from the highways. •

of the State Highway Department 
in -a conference which followed the 
vigorous outburst of resentment 
against the expense, sounded re- 
cently by the Montgomery authori- 
ties.

However, the situation was quiet- 
ly ironed out after a visit of Dis- 
trict Engineer Donald C. Stackpole 
and two- of his aides. The commis- 
sioners pointed out to Mr. Stack- 
pole that widening Old York road 
to 120 feet, as suggested, would in- 
cur millions of dollars ; in damage. 
Mr. Stackpole was told such an ar- 
bitrary step virtually would drive 
the county into insolvency. 

The atmosphere immediately 
cleared jwhen Engineer Stackpole 
explained the State's program, a 
short synopsis of which follows: 

i. All highways under direct 
State control are to be widened "as 
much as reasonably possible." 

2. Widths are merely "estab- 
lished" with probability of such 
work not being carried out within 
the next 50 or 100 years. 1 

3. A policy of this nature per- 
force must be set into motion in; an- 
ticipation of the future and its in- 
tricate motor transportation prob- 
lems. ' ! 

4. Where such lines are "estab- 
lished" property holders are obliged 
to build accordingly and if by any 
slip, houses. or places of business are 
constructed within these lines, they 
could be moved back by the .State 
at the cost of the owner with no 
possibility of damage suits being in- 
curred. 

When this was made clear to the 
commissioners, widths of a number 
of main traffic arteries, traversing 
Montgomery county were quickly 
agreed upon. Among them were 
the Ridge pike from Norristown to 
Collegeville, 100 feet ; DeKalb street 
pike from King Manor to the Ches- 
ter county line, 80 feet ; Ridge pike 
from Collegeville to Pottstown, 80 
feet.

SPROUT TREES 

If a new growth of sprout hard- 
wood timber is desired to replace 
that being removed, it is advisable 
to cut the treesl during the winter 
or very early spring, as stumps of 
trees felled during those periods 
sprout best. Sprouting is most vig- 
orous from low stumps. Sprout 
regeneration is especially applicable 
to young hardwood stands, particu- 
larly those to be cut over every 20 
to 30 years for posts; or fuel. The 
majority .of hardwoods do not 
sprout vigorously beyond 60 years 
of age. Basswood and chestnut are 
exceptions, since as a rule they 
sprout well from healthy stumps up 
to 100 years of age.
